reporter. The purchaser, which 
obtained, among other things, 200 
mine cars and lines of rails sub- 
merged in water 500 feet below 
ground—if it wants to salvage 
them—is the American Waste Ma- 
terials Corporation, 1 Biddle street.

LONDON, July 17 (AP).—With- 
in the last 24 hours British bomb- 
ers have put out of action 17 Axis 
ships totaling almost 100,000 tons

“For the effective execution of 
national policies for coping with 
the ever-changing world situation, 
the Government felt keenly the ne- 
cessity of a rapid strengthening of 
the domestic structure as well as 
a drastic renovation of itself and 
so decided to resign en bloc.” 

Just two weeks ago the Konoye 
Government announced it had 
reached a major decision on im- 
perial policy, but did not disclose 
its character.

U. S. NAVY PLANES ‘DOING 
PATROL WORK ALL OVER 
WORLD,’ SAYS ADMIRAL 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP). 
EAR ADMIRAL JOHN H. 
TOWERS, chief of the Navy 
Bureau of Aeronautics, told 

the House Naval Committee to- 

day that United States Navy 

‘planes “are doing patrol work 

all over the world.” 

Representative Cole (Rep.), 
New York, asked Towers 
whether the Navy was doing 
patrol work in the Pacific. 

‘The reply was that the Navy 
was patrolling by plane in “the 
Atlantic and Pacific, the Philip- 
pine area and “the Panama 
area.” 

Towers also told the commit- 
tee that “all our patrol planes 
are not just in practice work. 
I’m sure this committee knows 
it was one of these patrol 
planes, an American-built pa- 
trol plane, which located and 
trailed the Bismarck.” 

Later he said he meant that 
it was “an American plane built 
to British order,” and not an 
American flag plane, —

LAW TO CONTROL 


RENTS 1S NEEDE 


Tells House Committee of 
Increases as High as 100 

Per Cent in Some De- 
fense Areas. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
Leon Henderson, price administra- 
tor, said today that rent control 
laws would be necessary in de- 
fense areas where voluntary meth- 
ods fail to prevent increases. 

In many places where the hous- 
ing shortage is acute rents are 
“skyrocketing,” Henderson told a 

use committee investigating la- 
bor migration. 

“In some shipbuilding, ordnance 
and army cantonment centers, as 
many as one out of every two 
rented homes have had rent in- 
creases ranging from 20 to 100 per 
cent since October, 1939,” he testi- 
fied. 

Gasoline Price Request. 

In another field of his activities 
Henderson asked all petroleum re- 
finers in the Gulf Coast area to- 
day to maintain a base price of 6 
cents a gallon on gasoline. 

Henderson said that prices in 
that area had advanced from 3% 
cents a gallon at the first of the 
year to 6 cents on June 19. 

“Several cargoes have _ recéntly 
been reported moving at prices 
ranging from 6% to 6% cents,” 
Henderson said. 

Price administration officials 
said that there was an “extraor- 
dinary” demand for gasoline in the 
Gulf area and the request to main- 
tain the 6-cent price was deemed 
necessary in order to control spec- 
ulative buying. 


In his House committee testimo- 
ny, Henderson said the Office of 
Price Administration was investi- 
gating rent increases and that lo- 
cal defense councils were estab- 
lishing fair rent committees. 
About 10 such committees are 
functioning now, he said, but 
their powers depend only on the 
force of public opinion. 

“There is no quéstion in my mind 
that ultimately the authority of 
law will have to be invoked to 
curb rent increases in those areas 
where voluntary methods are only 
partially successful,” he said. 

“When workers are forced to 
pay increased rents it means cut- 
ting other items in the budget, be- 
cause rents are relatively inelastic. 
Since we know from our surveys 
that on the whole rentals under 
$30 a month are increasing by a 
higher percentage than those over 
$30 a month, the group which can 
least afford it is hardest hit. . 

Factor in Wage Problem. 

“Finally, higher rents in indus- 

trial defense areas involve us in 
the general problem of wages. Ex- 
orbitant rent increases almost in- 
variably produce demands! for 
wage readjustments. Some union 
clauses 
stipulating a reopening of wage 
negotiations when the cost of liv- 
ing rises, 
, “We can avoid a great deal of 
industrial unrest by eliminating 
some of the grievances behind de- 
mands for reconsideration of wage 
scales, If we fail to curb rent in- 
creases We are contributing to the 
spiral of rising living costs, rising 
wages and still higher living costs, 
from which nobody stands to gain 
in the end,” 

Protests against any attempt to 
fix farm prices at present levels 
came today from state agricultural 
officials of Georgia, Texas and 
Wisconsin.

Separate Battalion Formed 
in Experiment Designed 
to Match Armored Forces 
in Mobility and Flexi- 
bility. 


CAMP FORREST, Tenn., July 
17 (AP).—To match the speed and 
agility of armored troops, the Army 


today began an experiment with 
its anti-tank forces here by con- 


‘solidating under a centralized com- 


mand all weapons designed to com- 
bat tanks and airplanes. 

The plan, presented to the War 
College in Washington this week, 
drastically changes the table of 
organization throughout the Army, 
but its sponsors contend it will 
afford mobility to troops hereto- 
fore fettered by rules laid down 
in the static trench warfare of 
1917-18. 

An outgrowth of the Army’s 
search for means of stopping the 
modern armadas of steel and guns, 
the experiment for the first time 
provides anti-tank troops with 
their own network of vehicular 


radio for spotting attacking tanks. | 


Previously, such aid was obtained 
from other branches of the service 
whenever it was available. 

“Experience on European battle- 
fields has shown that our present 
system of attaching. anti-tank 
weapons permanently to the ar- 
tillery and infantry regiments 
causes a great waste of manpow- 
er and firepower,” declared Maj.

‘BLIND’ CIGARETTE 
TEST FAILS WITH 
MOST SMOKERS 


Professor and Chemist Say 
Majority Can’t Pick Out 
Favorite Brands. 


LEXINGTON, Ky., July 17 (AP). 
—A Yale University professor tes- 
tified in United States District 
Court today that tests of a 
“blindfold” type failed to show 
that most smokers could identify 
or distinguish between cigarette 
brands, 

Appearing as a Government wit- 


ness in the trial of major tobacco 
companies on anti-trust charges, 


4 Dr. Carl L Hovland, director of 


graduate studies in psychology at 
Yale, said that an experiment with 
285 smokers led him to this con- 
clusion: Pe; 

“The tests do not give grounds 
for belief that typical, average 
subjects are able to tell either 
their favorit. from their non-pre- 
ferred brands or to identify cor- 
rectly and distinguish between the 
common brands.” 

The witness expressed ‘belief 
that the tests, which he said were 
made with “blindfolds” on the 
brand names rather than on the 
subjects, would yield the same re- 
sults for any other and larger 
group of typical smokers. 

Miss Madeline Ross, chemist for 
Consumers’ Union of the United 
States, New York, also testified to- 
day that tests indicated “‘most peo- 
ple” were unable to identify or dif- 
ferentiate cigarette brands. 

Miss Ross said she gave two 
tests 341 times to 300 persons 
“from all_walks of life.” In one 
test the subject was asked to dif- 
ferentiate his favorite brand from 
others, and in the second test was 
asked to identify brands by smok- 
ing them. The brand names were 
concealed, she said.

In his statement, young Weso- 
lic, who was paroled to the Jungs 
last April, said he went to town 
to. see “Blood and Sand” Sunday 
evening while the Jungs were visit- 
ing relatives. 

Returning about 10:30, he said, 
he found the family already there. 
He hid in the barn and attempted 
to sneak in the house about 2:30 
Monday morning, he related, but 
found the doors locked and had to 
aweken Jung. 

After the farmer had left the 
house early Monday morning, he 
continued, he was with Mrs. Jung 
in the milk house when she said, 
“Well, Richard, I guess you will 
have to go back to St. Charles 
when the parole officer gets here. 
You are no good at all.” 

“This made me so mad,” Weso- 
lic related in his statement, “that I 
went to the garage and got the 
wrench. I walked back into the 
milk house with the intention of 
striking Mrs. Jung befpre she saw 
me. When I tried to’ take the 
wrench. out. of my pocket it stuck, 
and Mrs. Jung noticed this and 
screamed. 

“I struck her on top of the head 
and she. slumped forward into the 
tank where she was washing milk 
pails. 
struck her about 16 times. She 
fell to the floor and stopped moan- 
ing.” 

Wesolic said he hitch-hiked to 
Belleville, intending to go to one 
of his brothers and surrender to 
police, After hiding in a cemetery 
all day yesterday, he said, he went 
to the home of Frank Wesolic and 
was on his way to police head- 
quarters with him when police, 
acting on a tip, arrested him near 
the brother’s home. 

A frail, bespectacled youth, Rich- 
ard Wesolic readily admitted the 
killing, Le Pere said, and showed 
no signs of remorse while waiting 
to be taken to Woodstock to an- 
swer murder charges. 

He was born in Belleville and 
lived with another brother, Peter, 
after his mother died six years 
ago. After spending several months 
in the St. Clair County Detention 
Home on a truancy charge in 1939, 
he was paroled to Peter VWesolic, 
but was sentenced to the St.

IN FEDERAL PLAN 


Expansion of generating capa- 
city of Union Electric Co, of Mis- 
souri by at least 240,000 kilowatts, 
to meet the requirements of de- 
fense industries in the St. Louis 
area, is included in a proposal an- 
nounced yesterday at Washington 
by the Federal Power Commission. 

William McClellan, president of 
Union Electric, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today the 
company has completed plans for 
installation of 80,000 kilowatts of 
the additional capacity. He had no 
inf tion from Government au- 
thorities as to requirements for 
the other 160,000 kilowatts, and no 
plans have been made for such in- 
stallation. 

The Power Commission proposed 
that $1,000,000,000 be spent in the 
next five years, at the rate of about 
$200,000,000 a year, to increase elec- 
tric power capacity in the United 
States. The plan included financ- 
ing through a subsidiary of the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation. 

The Power Commission proposed 
the addition of 80,000-kilowatt ca- 
pacity at Union Electric’s Venice 
plant, to be completed by 1944. 
This addition the company already 
had ordered, but had not an- 
nounced. It will increase capacity 
of the Venice plant to 240,000 kilo- 
watts, all of which will be in addi- 


tion to the company’s present gen- 


erating capacity of about 630,000 
kilowatts. 

The first section of the new 
Venice plant, housing two 40,000- 
kilowatt generators, is nearing 
completion. One unit will start 
operating about Dec. 15, McClellan 
said, and the other about Feb, 1. 
A second section of this plant, to 
house an 80,000-kilowatt generator, 
is under construction. The gener- 
ator will be delivered in the fall of 
1942, The: third section, ordered 
this week, which will duplicate the 
second, will be ready for installa- 
tion of the generator by June, 1943, 
McClellan said, 

Addition of the third unit has 
increased the estimated cost of the 
Venice plant from $19,900,000 to 
$30,000,000. 

Generation Up 18 Pct. 

Largely due to the power de- 
mands of new defense industries 
in the St. Louis area and other 
plants having Government con- 
tracts, the electric generation of 
the Union Electric system for the 
first half of 1941 Was 18 per cent 
greater than for the corresponding 
period last year, McClellan said. 

Under present requirements the 
system has virtually no reserve ca- 
pacity, McClellan said. For this rea- 
son the company is spending $100,- 
000 for a pipeline to carry steam 
from the new Venice plant to the 
old one, to make possible a tempo- 
rary increase of 20,000 kilowatts 
at the old plant. The steam will be 
available because boilers at the 
new plant will be ready before the 
generators are installed. Delivery 
of thé generators was delayed by a 
strike last winter at the Allis-— 
Chalmers plant. 

Installation of an additional 
160,000 kilowatt capacity, as pro- 
posed by the Power Commission, 
would increase the capacity of the 
Union Electric system to more than 
1,000,000. kilowatts—an increase of 
two-thirds.

Two prom- 
inent men are under consideration 
for the post in the Seventh Corps 
Area, in which St. Louis is locat- 
ed, but he was not at liberty to 
name them, he said. The corps di- 
rectors each will have charge of a 
corps area. These areas wil] corre- 
spond to the nine army corps areas 
into which the country is divided, 
with the four inspectors general 
covering the entire country. 

“Organization plans have been 
worked out in detail,” he said, with 
Mayor LaGuardia, representatives 
of the army and navy, technical 
experts and Government officiais 
in conferences.

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Just to the south of the Smo- 
lensk sector, the Russian com- 
mn nd said, a German tank bat- 
talion retreating from Rogachev 
on the Dnepr had been cut off 
and then destroyed. 

By referring to the front here 
as in the Bobruisk area, the com- 
munique indicated the Germans 
had been thrown back approxi- 
mately 30 miles from their Dnepr 
bridgeheads in that zone. 

It was in this sector that semi- 
official reports yesterday said the 
Russians had enlarged their gains 
‘ after retaking Rogechev and Zhio- 
bin. 

The Russian air force continued 
its pounding of German airfields, 
tank columns and troops at river 
crossings, and made new raids on 
Rumanian areas, including the 
Ploesti oil fields, the Danube delta 
towns fo Sulina and Tulcea and 
Isakcea, 18 miles west of Tulcea. 

The capture of a German air- 
field, with 12 mechanics and 27 
pilots, was reported. 

Nazis Sabotage Planes. 

“Our scouts found in the enemy’s 
rear small, arefully camouflaged 
German airdromes,” the commu- 
nique said. 

“When our troops approached an 
airdrome, eight Fascist planes at- 
tempted to take off, but owing to 
the bad state of their engines re- 
mained on the ground. 

“Technician Wilhelm Meyer de- 
clared to our command that the 
technical personnel of the air- 
drome had decided to surrender 
to Soviet troops which had 
launched an offensive, and for this 
purpose had put the engines out 
of action to prevent the officers 
from flying away. 

“Twelve mechanics and 27 pilots 
passed over to us.” 
Relating other 
communique said: 

“On July 15 a Hungarian bomb 
er landed in Soviet Bessarabian 
territory and its crew surrendered, 
stating they did not wish to fight 
for the interests of Fascist Ger- 
Many. 

“Retreating under blows of our 
troops from Rogachev, an enemy 
tank battalion was surrounded and 
annihilated. The crews of six én- 
emy tanks were so exhausted that 
many of the men could not get out 
of the tanks unaided. 

“Medical examination of war 
prisoners showed this breakdown 
to be the result of systematic un- 
dernourishment and extreme physi- 
¢al fatigue.” 

Reds Holding Hango. 

Pravda, Communist party news- 
paper, reported in a dispatch 
“from the Baltic fleet” that Rus- 
Sian sailors still firmly hold Han- 
g0, Soviet naval base on Finland’s 
southwestern coast, in spite 
German and Finnish infantry raids 
and artillery bombardments. 

The newspaper said the “en- 
emy’s” land lines had been pushed 
back from the Hango base on one 
neighboring island which was oc- 
cupied by Baltic sailors who 
crossed a strait and routed their 
foe. 

(A Moscow broadcast, heard in 
Stockholm, said the Red fleet and 
Red air fleet carried out a bom- 
bardment of: Riga, Latvian port. 
Riga would serve as a debarkation 
point for fresh German reserves 
and supplies to strengthen the Len-.

Guerrilla Warfare. 

In a mention of guerrilla fight- 
ing, today’s Soviet communique 
told of two Red Army lieutenants 
coming on a village in the rear of 
the German advance, which had 
been completely burned down and 
abandoned by collective farmers 
who had joined guerrilla units. 

“The lieutenants,” said the com- 
Munique, “described the courage 
and fearlessress of the commander 
of a guerrilla detachment nick- 
named ‘Grandfather.” His unit ter- 
rorizes Fascists far around. The 
guerrillas destroyed seven German 
tanks, also telephone and tele- 
graph wire on a large stretch and 
traced and annihilated a group of 
enemy motorcyclists.”

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17 
(AP). — Gov. Donnell last night 
signed the $59,620,000 social secur- 
ity appropriation bill and sent it 
by airmail to Washington in an 
effort to release overdue checks 
to Missouri's 115,000 old-age pen- 
sioners by the first of next week. 

The checks, due July 1, cannot 
be mailed until the National So- 
cial Security Board releases the 
Federal money to match Missouri's 
dollars. The boatfd must see the 
appropriation act before doing 
that. 

The next board meeting is sched- 
uled for tomorrow, Prompt re- 
lease of the Federal money would 
permit mailing of the pension 
checks early next week. 

When pénsioners do réceive their 
money, however, the checks will 
be much smaller than usual. 

The $40,000,000 pension fund will 
force an estimated 30 per cent re- 
duction in the monthly payments 
which now average about $18. That 
means the average July check 
likely will be less than $13. 

Along with the appropriation bill 
to the Federal board went another 
measure required by the Federal 
Government—one guaranteeing the 
secrecy of the pension rolls. 

Donnell signed that bill, which 
was passed by the General Assem- 
bly under threat of loss of Fed- 
eral grants. It bars amyone ex- 
cept officials from examining so- 
cial security records.

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NEW GRANT FOR A PARK 
NEXT TO STATE CAPITOL 


Project Likely to Be Finished 
Nearly Six Years After 
lts Beginning.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17. — 
Completion of the State park be- 
tween the Capitol grounds and the 
executive mansion in Jefferson 
City, often promised but never ac- 
complished, now appears a possi- 
biltiy through Federal approval of 
an additional grant of $11,073 -of 
WPA funds to finish the project, 
State officials announced yester- 

day. 

If this grant accomplishes what 
previous grants and a State ap- 
propriation of $125,000 failed to do, 
the tract, nearly two blocks long 
and a half block wide, will become 
a park nearly six years after the 
development was undertaken by 
the State, 

The 1935 Legislature appropriat- 
ed $125,000 to purchase the site, 
wreck the dwellings on it and 
landscape and develop the site into

PEPPER WANTS U.S. 
T0 ASSIST WEYGAND 


Suggests Aid if French Gen- 
eral in Africa Will Keep 
Dakar From Germans, 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
urged today that the United States 
send war materials to Maxime 
Weygan’, French .eneral in Af- 
rica, with the understanding that 
Weygand use them to prevent the 
German occupation of Dakar. 

Pepper and others have argued 
that German occupation of Dakar, 
o. the west coast uf Africa, would 
threaten the security of this hem- 
isphere. 

“I fee! confident,” Pepper said 
in an interview, “that we could 
work out some agreement with 
Gen. Weygand under which he 
would hold the Interior of Africa 
behind’ Dakar an‘ prevent the 
Germans from occupying it.” 

Pepper said the equipment could 
be provided under terms of the 
“Lease-Lend” Act. He added that 
while American production might 
not now be adequate to supply 
both Great Britain and the Wey- 
gand forces, the increasing output 
of American factories probably 
would make that possible in the 
near future. 

Pepper renewed, his suggestion 
that, as a defense measure, this 
country occupy the Azores and 
the Cape Verde Islands. “It would 
be a lot easier to occupy that ter- 
ritory now than to try to take it 
away from Hitler after he has 
occupiec it,” he added. 

On the other hand, Chairman

PRODUCTION PLAN 


4-Point Program Visualizes 
Increase in Output of 
Billion Pounds a Year 
for Defense. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP).— 
A four-point CIO program for in- 
creasing aluminum production by 
one billion pounds a year is be- 
fore President Roosevelt today. 

Submitted by Philip Murray, CIO 
president, the plan prepated by 
the CIO Aluminum Workers of 
America calls for creation of a 
joint management-labor council for 
the aluminum industry to super- 
vise: 

1. Construction 
plants with a one billion pound ca- 
pacity. 

2 Increase production of Arkan- 
sas bauxite mines and accumulate 
stock piles of South American 
bauxite. (Bauxite is the ore'from 
which aluminum is extracted.) 

To Train Labor. 

3. Train undet union auspices the 
labor force to operate the new 
plants. 

4. Ration non-defense users of 
electric power and put up steam 
generating facilities to supply pow- 
er for the proposed new aluminum 
plants. 

The CIO said that on the basis 
of current estimates military and 
essential civilian requirements 
would absorb two billion pounds 
of aluminum annually and another 
one billion pounds should be pro- 
duced to meet the over-all demand 
on the industry. 

Alcoa Criticised. 

On Capitol Hill, a minority of a 
House subcommittee investigating 
strategic materials issued a report 
saying that the Aluminum Co. of 
America “has not be@n supplying 
enough virgin aluminum to inde- 
pendent manufacturers to be made 
into airplane propellers.”

HIS is another column about 
T the earnest current General 
Staff attempt to get virility, pep 
and drive into the army’s top-side 
command. 
It is written with some reluc- 
tance because, by taking a particu- 
lar example that I happen to know 
about, I don’t mean to make any 
invidious comparisons with many. 
officers that I do know about, 
whose equally excellent talents are 
slightly different, or others that I 
don’t know about at all. But I want 
to say a word, and it’s not going to 
be all boosting, about a single man 
who, in whatever faults he has, is 
my idea of an example of a com- 
bat commander.

WN the outright military alliance 
between Great Britain and Rus- 
sia, precluding a separate peace, 
Hitler has suffered his second ma- | 
jor political defeat, and Britain is 
again pursuing politics in the 
grand manner of her greatest days. 

What does Hitler hope for from 
his invasion of Russia? 

Let us ask another question. 
What did Napoleon hope for from 
his invasion of Russia? The paral- 
lels afte amazing. 

Napoleon marched into Russia 
because he could not get a peace 
with England that would leave him 
in possession of the continent, and 
he was afraid to attempt the inva- 
sion of England. 

In 1807 Napoleon had a non-ag- 
gression pact with Tsar Alexander 
of Russia, who was called a traitor 
by Napoleon’s opponents—particu- 
larly by Prussia, which was the 
France of those days. In 1812 Na- 
poleon tried to persuade Alexander 
to change the non-aggression pact 
into an active alliance against Eng- 
land, while England tried to get 
the Tsar into an alliance against 
Napoleon. Both failéd. The Tsar 
was willing to maintain a benevo- 
lent neutrality toward Napoleon, 
but not to join him against Eng- 
land. 

So Napoleon invaded Russia in 
order to force her into an alliance 
against Britain. But, instead, Tsar 
Alexander made an alliance with 
England against the aggressor and 
breaker of the non-aggression pact, 
and with a promise of no separate 
peace, 

Napoleon got to Moscow with 
“an army of 20 nations,” made up 
of contingents of all the people de- 
pendent on him, and he called it-a 
western crusade of liberation 
against Asiatic Russia. Alexander, 
“who could play many parts,” also 
spoke the language of liberalism, 
invoked justice, proclaimed a war 
of liberation for Napoleon’s cap- 
tured nations, and prepared for 
| peace with the West by making 
concessions on his previous policies. 

Napoleon, “with the greatest 
army ever seen in the world,” got 
to the gates of Moscow and Na- 
poleon dreamed of dictating peace 
to the world from there. But he 
could not get peace with the Rus- 
sians, who continued to fight, re- 
fused to make a separate peace, 
followed the scorched earth policy, 
destroyed the whole purpose of

Napoleon in 
retreating had to battle the armies 
and the population that he thought

“THE PARTY 1S OVER.” 

Business has been good for the last few months. 
In spite of rising prices, there has been a consider- 
able increase in purchasing power because of the 
defense program. By no means has this been suffi- 
cient to solve our unemployment problem, but it has 
sent many new customers into the stores and shops 
of the country, while many of the qld customers have 
had more money to spend. 

Now “the party is over.” That’s what Leon Hen, 
derson, chief of the Office of Price Administration 
and Civilian Supply, told the New York Houseware 
Manufacturers’ Association this week. While pri- 
orities cut down supply, prices will continue to rise, 
and the threat of inflation will become more and 
more grave. 

“We will deceive ourselves,” said Mr. Henderson, 
“if we believe that the cost of living will level off 
shortly and everything will be all right.” 

Yet it would seem that Congress is entertaining 
just that hope. One of the most practical weapons 
against runaway inflation is a reasonably flexible 
version of the Baruch-Henderson price control plan. 
Two weeks ago, congressional leaders told Henderson 
that his proposed legislation just would not do. But 
now comes word that a new version will be con- 
sidered next week at the request of the White House.

To an armchair economist, it must seem neces- 
sary to stabilize wages as well as other cost factors. 
But it is understandable why such a provision was 
not inserted in the measure. Obviously, this was to 
escape the pressure which labor organizations might 
bring to bear against the whole proposal. 

The decision to fix farm prices at no less than 
100 per cent of parity probably stems from the same 
source. Virtually assured of parity already, farmers 
are eager for even higher prices. Their World War 
experience seems to have been forgotten. 

Labor leaders probably feel that, even if wages are 
not frozen at once, such a step will become inevita- 
ble just as soon as other costs are fixed. So the con- 
cessions to these blocs seem insufficient. 

Some business men are also opposed to the princi- 
ple of this legislation. They are willing enough to 
see farm prices and labor costs, pegged, but feel that 
the same rule should not apply in their field. With 
the Washington Post, they argue that price ceilings 
would not prevent fiscal inflation; that they would 
be undiscriminating; that they would create an im- 
possible administrative problem. ! 

While conceding the difficulties of such a pro- 
gram, it should be remembered that it has been 
evolved out of Mr. Baruch’s experience as chairman 
of the old War Industries Board. He believes that 
the alternative is inflation, chaos and disaster. His 
is competent evidence. And there are many econo- 
mists who agree with him. 

About the only alternative is Mr. Henderson’s 
present policy of price control by persuasion, forti- 
fied by such devices as higher taxes, forced saving 
and rationing. While all of these have their merits 
and should be used, it is a question of whether they 
are sufficient for the task in hand. 

Voluntary controls, at best, would mean only ceil- 
ings over compartments in our price structure, in- 
stead of an over-all blanket. Could such ceilings resist 
the friction of other uncontrolled prices? 

Admitting again that the plan is strong and un- 
tried medicine, should it be ignored because of the 
opposition of special groups? Or can they keep the 
party going all night?

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A DRIVE FOR THE MERIT SYSTEM OPENS. 

A vital issue will face St. Louis voters when they 
go to the polls in the special election of Sept. 16, to 
decide whether this city shall amend its Charter to 
provide for a merit system in municipal government. 
It is none too early for advocates of this reform to 
begin making plans for a thorough campaign, and 
the first step has just been taken by formation of 
a non-partisan Citizens’ Committee. With Joseph

School of Law, as acting chairman, the leaders of 
the movement thus far are preparing for a wide- 
spread drive. 

Except for the party spoilsmen, who thrive on 
patronage and its consequences of waste and ineffi- 
ciency, there will be little open opposition to this 
long-needed reform. The chief obstacle ahead is 
indifference and lack of information among the vot- 
It will be the new committee's task to inform 
every citizen of the necessity for this amendment, 
and to help get out a vote that will send the City 
Hall spoils system into oblivion.

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EIGHT YEARS OF PUBLIC SERVICE. 

Bight years of extraordinary public service will 
end on July 25, when the resignation of Dr. Ralph 
L. Thompson as City Hospital Commissioner becomes 
effective. 

They have been years in which the city began its 
$10,000,000 hospital expansion program. ©The first 
large addition to City Hospital was finished. The 
Malcolm A: Bliss Institute was established. |The 
Homer G. Phillips Hospital for Negroes was built 
and became the finest of its kind in the country, 

Dr. Thompson's eight years have produced many 
advances. Hospital equipment was expanded and mod- 
ernized. Facilities at the isolation hospital and tuber- 


culosis sanitarium were made adequate for the first 


time. The hospital laboratories were reorganized. 

During these years, City Hospital has proved its 
right to rank with the great private hospitals of 
St. Louis. This has meant a great deal in prestige, 
and it has meant even more in the daily lives of tens 
of thousands of patients: The hospital has won the 
confidence of such men as Dr. C. H. Nielson, associate 
dean of the St. Louis University Medical School, who 
said at the dedication of the newest unit: “In illness, 
I would just as soon be in City Hospital as in any 
hospital in town.” 

It is true that Dr. Thompson has not accomplished 
all that he desired. Unlimited money and authority 


| have not been at his command. Almost all of the 


criticisms made by the Citizens’ Survey Committee 
in its recent report dealt with conditions for whose 
correction he has ably though vainly battled. 

Dr. Thompson igs more than an alert medical scien- 
tist, a sound administrator and a good diplomat, 
The big thing is that he has been impervious to 
politics. In common with his able Medical Director, 
Dr. Avery G. Rowlette, also recently resigned, he has 
had only one standard for his staff appointments, 
The standard is competence. For disinterested ad- 
vice, he has leaned on the medical school faculties of 


Washington and St. Louis universities. He has never 


leaned on the politicians. 

For this fine break. with a political past, much 
credit is due former Mayor Dickmann. He appointed 
Dr. Thompson in 1933 on the recommendation of a 
committee of eminent doctors, Then he gave him a 
free hand in his operations. 

Fortunately, the tradition has been carried on by 
Mayor Becker in his replacement appointment. The 
new Hospital Commissioner will be Dr. Frank M. 
Grogan, who was recommended by the Mayor's 
Committee on Health and Hospitals. His record 
encourages hope of future accomplishments. No 
greater wish could be uttered than the wish that he 
maintain the enlightened standards set by his 
predecessor in office.

Gov. Eugene Talmadge has gone on a frenzied 
campaign against foreigners, only in this case the 
word does not bear its usual meaning; to Talmadge 
a “foreigner” is anyone born outside the State of 
Georgia. He purged the State Board of Regents, 
which then fired two notorious “aliens,” Dean Wal- 
ter D. Cocking of the University of Georgia School 
of Education, born in Iowa, and President Walter 
S. Pittman of the Georgia Teachers’ College, born in 
Mississippi. Now Gov. Talmadge has extended his 
rampage to books used in Georgia schools and found 
in their libraries, 

Among these is “Calling America,” one of the 
finest presentations of democracy ever published. 
First issued as the February, 1939, number of Survey 
Graphic, it has since been circulated by thousands 
of copies in book form. There are inspiring articles 
on what liberty means and the challenge it faces 
abroad and at home today, written by distinguished 
authorities. Gov. Talmadge seems to object chiefly 
to a page-size picture of a Negro in chains. ‘This 
symbolic drawing touches his pet phobia, the Negro

Drafted men should be held over for more training, columnist 
writes; denies that this breaks a pledge, as Selective Service Act 
provided for retention if Congress found an emergency existed; 
hemispheric ban on service viewed as a hobble on the President.

OTWITHSTANDING the early protests 
which arose against retention of the 
men drafted into the military service 


and the National Guardsmen called into | 


Federal service beyond the year specified 
by law, it is now becoming more and more 
apparent that it would be folly to turn all 
these men out of the army—and substitute 
for them hundreds of thousands of *un- 
trained draftees—while the country still 
continues to face the threat of war. 

The President and Gen. George C, Mar- 
shall, Chief of Staff of the army, are mak- 
ing the members of.Congress understand 
the real need of retaining a cohesive and 
trained army. The administration is get- 
ting firmly back of the proposed legisla- 
tion to extend the service of these men as 
long as the emergency requires. Its even- 
tual passage is predicted. 

The shouts which have been raised—that 
the Government now proposes to break its 
contract with the draftees and the National 
Guard—do not sound as true as they were 
expected to sound, when the Draft Act 
and the very foundation of the law creat- 
ing the National Guard are considered. In 


the Draft Act is included a proviso which 


states that the one-year period may be ex- 
tended as long as the President deems nec- 
essary if Congress should proclaim that a 
situation exists imperiling the United 
States. 

~ * ~ 

It is clear that, in passing the Draft Act, 
Congress foresaw the possible need of re- 
taining the draftees beyond the 12-month 
period, Just such a situation now looms. 
Congress, by proclaiming this situation, can 
comply with the provisions of, the act, and 
the. men will be retained in the service— 
just as was contemplated when the Draft 
Act was written, 

So far as the National Guard is con- 
cerned, all its members, when they enlisted 
or were commissioned in the Guard, knew 
that they were subject to call into the Fed- 
eral service in time of emergency. Their 
service is voluntary, too. 

Congress can arrive at the desired end 
of retaining the draftees by making a proc- 
lamation of national peril, ag already indi- 
cated, op it can pass a bill amending the 


‘Draft Act-#o as to extend the period of serv- 


ice beyond the 12-month period, just as it 
sees fit. One method or the other, or per- 
haps a combination of both, will be worked 
out by the leaders. 

While the administration has determined 
to put through as speedily as possible the 
legisiation necessary to keep the draftees 
and guardsmen in the service as long as 
the situation demanda, it has decided for 
the time being, at least, to pass up the bill, 
also recommended by the Chief of Staff, 
which would authorize the President to 
send the draftees and the guardsmen to 
duty outside of the Western Hemisphere. 

Opponents of the administration's foreign 
policy immediately seized on this proposal 


and declared it was intended for “offensive - 


war,” not defensive; that if meant another 
A, E. F. in Burope or in Asia. 

Indeed, this particular recommendation 
of the Chief of Staff was used ad a weapon 
to help beat down the proposal! to keep the 
new army intact by. extending the period 
of service for the draftees and the National 
Guard and reservists, It was shouted from 
the housetops that the President was seek- 
ing such action by Congress merely to give 
him countenance when he ordered the army 


‘ 


to go into European or Asiatic territory. 
As a matter of fact, the recommendation 
is eminently sensible. 

The President as Commander-in-Chief of 
the army can send the forces where he 
deems it necessary for the protection and 
defense of this country. It seems idle to 
say that he can send the regulars one place, 
and that he cannot send the rest of the 
army to that same place. As a mere matter 
of proper administration, particularly as 
regulars, draftees and guardsmen are all 
scrambled together in the units of the army 
today; this recommendation should be car- 
ried out. 

To avoid the clamor of the isolationists, 
it is being dropped, As long as the present 
law remains without change in. this re 
spect, the President must send only regu- 
lars to Iceland—or else declare that Ice- 
land is within the Western Hemisphere. 
Other bases taken over from the British 
along the Atlantic coast, however, are well 
within the Western Hemisphere as it is 
known, and can be manned by any men 
in the armed forces.

After months of training, the army of the 
United States is being whipped into a well- 
trained, cohesive force. At present it is 
made up of 476,000 enlisted men in the reg- 
ular army, 14,700 regular army officers, 18,- 
000 enlisted men of the regular army re- 
serves, 55,000 reserve officers on active 
duty, 266,000 enlisted men of the National 
Guard, 27,800 officers of the National Guard 
and 605,000 draftees. Total, 1,462,500 men. 

Thig is about the figure which was desig- 
nated a year ago as the army at which 
the General] Staff would aim. Now there is 
talk of materially increasing the numbers, 
perhaps doubling them, by further enlist- 
ments and drafts. 

Under the draft law, 900,000 selected men 
may be drafted into the military service 
for training and for service—for a year’s 
period, No more than 900,000 may be draft- 
ed in any one year. The draft law con- 
tinues for five years, making the total 
number possible for training, in one-year 
periods, 4,500,000. 

If the number of draftees is to be consid- 
erably increased for training and seryice 
at the same time, the law must be amented 
in this respect, too.. The Government is 
authorized to take men into the service only 
when) the facilities for housing and caring 
for the men are at hand. .

Next Thursday and Friday have 
been set aside as days for the city- 
wide collection of worn-out alumi- 
num objects which may be con- 
verted to national defense uses, in 
a proclamation issued yesterday by 
Mayor William Dee Becker.

“Greater St. Louis Aluminum Col- 
lection days,” Boy and Girl Scouts 
will conduct a door-to-door , can- 
vass to obtain contributions of un- 
used. articles containing the stra- 
tegic metal. 
.“It is incumbent upon wus one 
and all to devote our every thought 
and effort toward preparation for 
national defense, that we may safe- 
guard the privileges of our democ- 
racy if we are to continue our 
American way of life,” the Mayor’s 
proclamation said. 

He urged all families to comb 
their homes from basement to at- 
tic for discarded aluminum pots, 
pans and other objects that would 
not require replacement by other 
metal ware purchases. 

The proclamation suggested that 
hotels, factories and institutions, 
as well as individuals, contribute 
their unused scrap aluminum, 
which is to be sold to smelters, 
the money to finance civilian de- 
fense activities.

Mr. Johns, 83 years old, died 
early yesterday at his home, Crag 
Darragh, on Robyn road, St. Louis 
County, of infirmities of age, after 
having been incapacitated by ill- 
ness two and one-half years. Sur- 
viving are four sons, George McD., 
Orrick G., F. Winston and John 
Jay Johns, and five grandchildren.

Wants 7500 Members, at $1 Each, to 
Train as Expert Riflemen. 


John (Winks) Foerster Jr., 
pharmaceutical salesman and self- 
identified descendant of Daniel 
Boone on his mother’s side, leaned 


back in his swivel chair and un- 
folded his plan for making every 
man, youth and boy who joins his 
club an expert rifle shot and a be- 
liever in. democracy. 

Foerster is president of the new- 
ly-incorporated Andrew Jackson 
Club of St. Louis, and as he sat in 
an office overlooking Grand ave- 
nue yesterday afternoon he de- 
tailed the origins and aims of the 
new organization. 

“It'll really be a sort of unit of 
the Home Guards,” said the tall, 
lean-faced Foerster. “We want to 
be prepared for any eventuality. 
We aim to have 30 chapters 
throughout the city, with about 
7500 members. 

‘Don’t Want Politicians.’ 

“Of course the women won't do 
any shooting, but the men and 
boys will practice on two shooting 
ranges we will set up, called the 
Old Hickory Shooting Ranges, in 
honor of ‘Old Hickory.’ No one but 
100 per cent Americans will be eli- 
gible to membership, and I want to 
say right here that we don’t want 
politicians. It won't be a political 
club in any sense. 

“Some day, when we expand 
enough, we may support good can- 
didates on a split ticket basis, but 
that'll only be a sideline.” 

He paused a moment and then 
rushed on: “Bui mostly it'll be a 
club to promote our ability for 
self-defense, to develop sportsman- 
ship in kids and things like that.” 


“What other activities besides 
rifle shooting will members engage 
in?” Foerster. was. asked. 

Main Thing.” 

“Why, we'll have outings and 
picnics, and we'll sponsor vaca- 
tion trips of underprivileged kids 
to outdoor camps run by charit- 
able organizatiogs,” he _ replied. 
“But the ranges Will be the main 
thing. One will be out around 
Eureka, Mo., and I don’t know 
where the other will be. 

“Dues? There'll be a $1 initia- 
tion fee, and something around 25 
cents a month dues. It’s possible 
the dues may vary from,)chapter 
to chapter. You know, a thing 
like this catches fire — I’ve had 
dozens of ’phone calls—and you've 
got to watch out for a few fellows 
who think they might make some 
money out of it.” 

The club may hire three organ- 
izers later, but right now it’s grow- 
ing simply on an “ear-td-ear, 
mouth-to-mouth basis,” he  ex- 
plained. Officers, in addition to 
Foefster, are Deputy Circuit Clerk 
Charles J. Hunt, vice president; 
Wayne W. Harvey, an attorney, 
who is secretary, and Thomas L. 
Duff, treasurer.

Foerster enlightened the report- 
er as to his interest in guns. He 
is the son of a retired police ser- 
geant, who was in the department 
36 years. As a youth Foerster used 
to roam the woods of St. Charles 
County, hunting, and he still is 
an ardent huntsman. Then, too, 
there is the matter of being a di- 
rect descendant of that huntsman- 
pioneer of them all, Daniel Boone.

beginning can be rallied to raise 
volunteers for Hitler’s new war. 
For instance, Marcel Deat, the 
left-wing, pacifist, politician and 
journalist, who reminds one 
strongly of Norman Thomas, was 
isolationist toward Czecho-Slo- 
vakia and Poland, and wrote the 
famous article in August, 1939, 
“Why die for Danzig?” Deat, who 
contributed to the defeatism and 
internal division of France, is now 
reported to be trying to get yolun- 
teers for the crusade against Rus- 
sia. The paciffst who would not 
fight for France and her allies 
is now prepared to fight for Hit- 
ler! And this is exactly as it in- 
evitably must be, because in this 
struggle everybody —— has 
to take sides. 


HE political consquences of this 

alliance are no less important 
than the military. It is true, in 
the most profound sense, that Eng- 
land is the most conservative na- 
tion on earth. It is noteworthy 
that Marxism and Communism 
have had less success in the Eng- 
lish-speaking world than anywhere 
else on the whole globe. This 
does not mean that the English- 
speaking world has or will have 
escaped the revolutionary trend of 
the times that arises out of the 
urge of the masses to a better and 
more secure existence. 


But the English-speaking world, 
the world dominated by Anglo- 
Saxon traditions and philosophy, is 
reformist, empirical and liberty- 
loving. The difference between 
German socialism and Russian so- 
cialism, which ideologically grew 
out of the German, was expressed 
years and years ago in George 
Bernard Shaw’s introduction to 
“The Perfect Wagnerite.” Of all 
nations, and of all peoples, those 
dominated by the Anglo-Saxon 
mentality are least likely to throw 
the baby out with the bath,

HE alliance between Britain 

and Russia, and the line that 
Stalin is ‘taking mean the end of 
the menace of the bolshevization 
of Europe. 

As the England that fought 
revolutionary France and Napo- 
leon, but left the French nation 
intact after victory, took from the 
French revolution everything in it 
that was sound, avoiding all its 
excesse and madnesses and 
emerging for its times as the most 
progressively liberal nation of Eu- 
rope, so Britain and. the United 
States when victorious will draw 
from the revolutions of these 
times those elements necessary 
for progress in the Twentieth 
Century. The peoples of Continen- 
tal Europe are more in danger of 
lapsing into black reaction of a 
static variety than into a Com- 
munist revolution, for the people 
of Europe are sick and tired of 
revolution and war, and want 
peace and quiet.

The berry season, now well along 
in some parts of the country, brings 
the canning season with it. And 
canning is a skilled job which 
must be done scientifically or the 
food will spoil. So it may be well 


to brush up on our canning science 
and look again at the principles 
that underlie the process by which 
we may stock up. the pantry 
shelves with canned foods for next 
winter. 

Fruits and vegetables spoil be- 
cause of certain natural changes 
that go on inside them and also 
becalse they are contaminated | 
from outside. To preserve the food 
those processes must be stopped. 
Ripening, for one thing, should not 
go beyond a certain stage, if the 
fruit is to be at its best. And any 
food takes up bacteria, molds, and 
other organisms from the air, the 
earth, and almost everything that 
touches the food in the course of

The action of lye upon alumi, 
num liberates a gas and it is 
this which goes to work on the 
stubborn drain. Thus there is 
little danger that the drains 
will be clogged with soap. 


I; you like dried fruit with 


— 


handling or preparing it for use. 
These organisms cause changes in 
the food which make it decay, or 
turn sour, or “spoil” some other 
way. 


But canning stops all that. It 
ends the ripening process, of 
course. It kills the organisms and 
so sterilizes the food. And it keeps 
the food sterile by sealing it away 
from tke air so that no other or- 
ganisms can get in. 

There is some difference, 
ever, between canning fruits and 
canning most of the vegetabl 
In fact, foods, for canning pur- 
poses, are divided in two main 
classes: Thé acid foods, including 
fruits and tomatoes; and the non- 
acid foods such as corn, beans, 
peas, the rest of the vegetables, and 
all meats. The reason for this di- 
vision is that in fruits and toma- 
toes, boiling temperature kills the 
organisms that would cause the 
food to spoil, whereas much higher 
temperataires are necessary to kill 
such organisms in corn or beans 
and peas, or any of the nonacid 
| foods. In fact, you cannot be sure 
* getting the high temperatures 
you need to sterilize nonacid foods 
unless you have a steam pressure 
cooker. 

As to containers, you can use 
either glas or tin. Glass jars cost 
more to begin with, but they are 
economical because they can be 
used year after year for any kind 
of fruit. Tin cans, however, are 
much cheaper, providing you al- 
ready have a hand sealing ma- 
chine. They do not break in han- 
dling, and for canning large quan- 
tities of food—as in a canning cen- 
ter—are usually preferred to glass. 

The “red” fruits, however, 
change color in the ordinary tin 
cans. The red coloring matter is 
affected by the metal of the can 
and the fruit fades. The fading 
does not affect the wholesomeness 
of the fruit, but it does aifect the 
looks, and can be avoided by using 
a particular kind of enameled tin 
can—for the “red” fruits, use “R- 
enamel,” also called “sanitary 
enamel” cans. 

The “red” fruits include, of 
course, those that are actually red 
outside, like red. berries, red cher- 
ries, red plums, red currants. But 
they include aiso a good many that 
are blue or black or purple on the 
outside, like black raspberries, 
blackberries, huckleberries, dew- 
berries, loganberries and blue 
plums. For all of these, use either 
glass jars, which do not affect the 
color at all, or “R-ename?’ cans. 


Use Good Fruit, 


The first step in the fruit can- 
ning process is to get good fruit 
and use it without delay, after you 
have culled any that is bruised or 
imperfect, and washed the rest 
carefully. Then you heat the fruit, 
if you are using the “hot-pack” 
method, which: the Bureau of 
Home Economics recommends. 
You heat slowly and thoroughly, 
either with sugar or in sirup, not 
to cook the fruit but to drive the 


how- 


air out of it and shrink it so you 
can put more into the can. Then | 


you pack the hot fruit into the 
can. 

Before filling cans, glass or tin 
as the case may be, wash, rinse 
and sterilize them by boiling them 
in water. Have them hot when 
the fruit goes into them, and seal 
them quickly before they begin 
to cool. Do not fill them quite full, 
but leave a little “headspace.” 

As the cans are filled with fruit 
and sealed, “process” them—that is, 
give them a final heating to kill 
any bacteria or other organisms 
that may be left in the fruit and 
that sooner or later may cause it 
to spoil. For this, if you do not 
have a ready-made water-bath 
canner, you can use a wash boiler, 
Or some other big container partly 
filled with boiling water, with a 
rack on the bottom to hold the 
cans. You put the hot, sealed cans 
on the rack, with the water cover- 
ing them, and keep the water boil- 
ing. How long to keep the cans in 
the water bath depends on the kind 
of fruit, the size of the can, and 
whether it is glass or tin. 

When the “processing,” or steril- 
izing, is done, take the cans out of 
the hot water bath and let them 
cool, But here again, it is neces- 
sary to remember physics and 
chemistry. If you set hot glass 
jars of fruit where a draft of cold 
air strikes them, they will break. 
And if, when they are cool, you 
store them where the light strikes 
them, the color of the fruit will 
fade, So you put glass jars away 
in a cool, dark place, Tin cans may 
be cooled in water, and the light, 
of course, cannot reach the fruit in 
tin. The storage place, however, 
should cool, 

The canning of food is an appli- 
cation of the principles of three 
branches of science—bacteriology,

Vegetable Marrows and Ce 
cumbers Source of 
Vitamins, 


its a big party—when the 
squash family gets together for a 
summer reunion at the market. A 
botanist would call these summer 
squashes “pumpkins” — but for 
cooking purposes they go by the 
name of “squash.” 

The cymling is one of the first 
to appear. It’s small and flat with 
scallops around the edge. When 
this squash is young, the rind is 
soft and smooth and it is pale 
j sreen, yellow ,or white in color. 
Often it’s called “scallop” or “pat- 
typan” because of its flat, scal- 
loped shape. 

Then there are the yellow sum- 
mer squashes — crook-neck and 
straight-neck, giant and dwarf. 
The old svulmmer crook-neck 
squash has a rough skin and a 
crooked neck, But through careful 
breeding, the plant scientists have 
straightened the neck so the squash 
will pack better in crates for ship- 
ping. 

Vegetable Marrows. 

Vegetable marrows are another 
type of squash—well known in 
Europe, but not so familiar in 
America, The marrows are shaped 
like a stretched-out egg. They are 
green or creamy in color. One of

Cialists say it’s just a matter of 
getting acquainted. Each of the.

own mild flavor—enjoyed’ by most 
everyone who has tried them. 

If you “pick” your squashes at 
the market, try to get those that 
are heavy for their size and fresh- 
looking. Summer squashes are usu- 
ally cooked without paring, so be 
sure the rind is soft and free from 
marks and bruises. 

Boiled Squash. 


Wash the rind thor- 
oughly and cut the squash into 
small pieces.

“Panning” is another easy way 
to cook squash.

Cook at moderate heat for 10 or 15 
minutes. Then take off the cover 
and cook for a few minutes longer 
to let the liquid evaporate, 


Fried Squash. / 
Squash fried golden brown and 


this summer vegetable. Wash the 
squash and cut it in thin, even 
slices. Sprinkle the slices with 
salt and a little flour, then fry in 
shallow fat. Or, dip in batter and 
fry in deep fat. 

As a scalloped dish, squash is 
hard to beat. And it’s a good way 
to use leftover squash—by itself, 
or with other vegetables. Or you 
can use fresh squash with toma- 
toes in a scalloped dish. Start by 
cooking chopped onion, green pep- 
per, and other seasonings, in a lit- 
tle fat. Then add the tomatoes, 
and finally the squash. Cook for 
a short time on top of the stove, 
and finish in a moderate oven. 

For a fancy dinner, capitalize on 
the scalloped shape of cymlings 
and serve them baked in the shelf. 
Scoop out the center, chop this 
pulp and mix it with tomato and 
seasonings. Boil the ‘cymling shell 
a few minutes, then pack in the 
stuffing and top with buttered 
breadcrumbs. Bake in a moder- 
ate oven until brown on top. 

The story of cucumbers follows 
the same pattern as the squashes. 
Both vegetables belong to the 
same botanical family—the cucur- 
bits. They grow about the same 
way, and they taste much alike 
when cooked. 

Cucumbers as a cooked vegeta- 
ble adds one more idea to your 
list of dinner possibilities. And 
you'll find that hot cucumbers are 
just as good as the cold slices 
and cucumber sticks that appear 
so often in summer salads and 
relish trays. 

Fried cucumbers, buttered cu- 
cumbers, and mashed cucumbers 
are some of the old-time ideas 
that modern cooks are bringing 
up-to-date. It’s best to follow the 
seientific cooking methods and 
cook the cucumbers quickly, with- 
out preliminary soaking and salt- 
ing. Letting the cucumbers stand 
in salt makes them flabby in- 
stead of crisp, the experts have 


found.

LET A MAN get his stomach full and he will feel less 
indignant over the same grievance. Salesmen have long ap- 
preciated this simple rule of psychology, so they often wait to 
close a big deal until after a good dinner has been consumed 
by the prospect. 

It is possible for a diplomatic foreman to handle an irate 
worker even at 11 a. m. but it is easier to capitalize on psycholog- 
ical laws and work with them, instead of against them. 

After deferring the interview till after luncheon, Herman 
should also let the worker expend his emotions on anger through 
speech. 

“Sit. down, Bill,” the foreman should pleasantly remark. 
"What have you got on your chest?”

AS THE MAN speaks angrily, Herman should nod approv- 
ingly. This is called the “arm-in-arm” technique. Instead of 
meeting the belligerent individual head-on and thus arousing 
him to a higher pitch of fury, you take much of the wind out 
of his sails by the “arm-in-arm” method. 

By apparently siding with him, too, you show that you are 
in a friendly mood. Et is well nigh impossible for a man to main- 
tain anger unless you Te-incite him by angry retorts. He cannot 
‘Jong quarrel with a friendly foreman. 

Activity also tends to dissipate emotion, so encourage the 
worker to air his grievance fully. Let a girl get her cry out 
of her system, too, and she'll feel better even before you offer 
any sympathy. Capitalize on these a-b-c principles of applied 
Psychology and you will be far more successful in dealing 
with people.

AST year I published the de- 
tails of the ketogenic diet for 
epilepsy. So many inquiries 
have been received asking for ex- 


act details that I take this oppor-. 


tunity to respond and publish a 
sample day’s menu. 

The essential feature of the diet 
is high fat and low sugar and 
starch content. After a few days 
of this a state of acidosis always 
makes for sedation. The brain 
centers are as Gepressed by aci- 
dosis as if the patient were taking 
bromides. It is the same thing 
that happens in diabetics when 
coma comes on. The diabetic body 
does not burn sugars and starches 
and since the fats burn in the 
flame of the carbohydrates, they 
are incompletely oxidized and cer- 
tain bodies—the ketone bodies— 
remain. Hence the name ketogenic 
diet. ‘

IN PRACTICE the diet often 
works very well for epilepsy, espe- 
cially with children. A friend of 
mine told a story about being in 
a small country town and he stood 
treat to a group of small boys who 
gathered around by buying them 
all candy. One of them refused 
and said: “Mister, I wouldn’t eat 
one of those candy bars for $50, 
because as sure as I did, I would 
have a fit when I got home.” The 
story illustrates the fact that when 
even a youthful patient who likes 
candy is getting results, he will 
stick on the diet. 


The diet, however, is trouble- 
some and tiresome, and unless the 
attacks are greatly diminished in 
number and severity, it should not 
be continued for more than a 
month. Before discarding it, how- 
ever, one should be sure that the 
diet being used is really ketogenic 
—that is, that it is producing an 
acid condition. 

The only way to be sure of this 
is to have the patiertt’s urine test- 
ed for the presence of the ketone 
acids. It is a very simple and re- 
liable test which any doctor is pre- 
pared to do. If this test is not posi- 
tive, there is something wrong 
with the diet and it will do no good 
to continue it. : 

To increase fat in the diet, but- 
ter and cream must be used in lib- 
eral quantities. The following diet 
is suitable for a child weighing 
60 pounds:

BREAKFAST: 100 gm. grape- 
fruit or melon, 20 cc. olive oil, 1 
egg, 10 gm. butter, 100 gm. #0 
per cent cream. 

Dinner: 50 cc. vegetable soup 
and 100 cc. 40 per cent cream, 40 
gm. meat, 50 gm. 5 per cent vege- 
tables, 20 gm. lettuce, 20 gm. olive 
oil, 15 gm. pecan nuts. 

Supper: Eggnog — 1 egg and 
100 gm. 40 per cent cream, 50 gm. 
10 per cent vegetables, 20 gm. pea- 
nut butter, 2 crackers. Note: 30 
gm. or 30 cc. equal 1 ounce.

YOUNG MEN AT WORK IN THE NYA FURNITURE 
SHOP AT BONNE TERRE, MO. 


By F. A. Behymer

BONNE TERRE, Mo., July 17. 


N A shop on a Bonne Terre hill, 
| young men are at work with a 

song in their hearts, learning as 
they’ work, happy because they 
have found a useful place for 
themselves in a social order that 
had seemed to have no place for 
them. 
building, girls stitch and shape 
mattresses and quilts and are 
happy at their work because they 
have found something for their 
nimble fingers to do. 

The furniture that the boys are 
making and the mattresses and 
quilts that.the girls are making 
are for the army camps and the 
group labor homes of the Farm 


Security Administration in South-. 


east Missouri and for supplying 
such needs wherever they may 
exist. 

More important, young people — 
who are out of school and in need 
of jobs are acquiring the back- 
ground of experience they need for 
private employment and are fit- 
ting themselves to take their 
places in the industrial pattern 
and make their contribution to the 
nation’s strength. 

The furniture factory and mat- 
tress factory are the Government’s 
solution, partial at least, of the 
problem of unemployed youth—un- 
employed because, under the op- 
ration of laws intended to help 
labor, industry has felt itself com- 
pelled to show preference to 
skilled employes instead of train- 
ing youth in the skills that they 
need. . 

It is to the creation of these 
skills that the National Youth Ad- 
ministration, after a period of grop- 
ing, now is directing its efforts 
in 81 shops scattered over Mis- 


souri that give temporary employ- . 


ment and at the same time voca- 
tional training. 


It used to be, as the old folks 
tell, that when a boy or girl fin- 
ished school, there was a job wait- 
ing, or one could be found without 
a great deal of search. There was 
an incentive for business and in- 


dustry to make places for youth . 


and train them, giving them their 
chance. The depression and the 
wage and hours laws changed all 
that. Employers claimed that un- 
der these conditions, coupled with 
the mechanization of industry, call- 
ing for trained operators, they 
could not afford to make room for 
youth. So, when a boy or a girl, 
out of sehool, asked for a _ job, 
the question was: “What experi- 
ence have you had?” The answer 
was “none” and the job was de- 
nied. 


Forward-looking men now see 
the day when such training as is 
being, given by the National Youth 
Administration in its shops all 
over the country will be part of 
the public school system, supple- 
mental to the instruction that the 
schools give. The experience in 
the shops here at Bonne Terre and 
throughout: the State is claimed 
to point the way to the incorpora- 


In another part of the 


tion of vocational training®in the 
public school system. 

St. Francois County, the center 
of the lead-mining industry, has a 
larger percentage of youth than 
most counties of Missouri and the 
problem of employment of boys 
and girls just out of school has 
been unusually difficult. It was 
for the partial solution of this 
problem that the shops were 
opened. 


A building in which a shoe fac- 
tory had been operated was taken 
over and the necessary machinery 
installed. The call was sent out 
for young men and young women 
between the ages of 17 and 25, out 
of school and unemployed,to come 
and get part-time work at $16 a 
month, familiarizing themselves 
with machinery and with shop 
practices and routine, with class 
instruction in related subjects 
when the day’s work was done, 
The inducement offered was that 
with such practice and instruction 
they would have a better chance 


to get employment in private .in- 


dustry. 


The call was answered. To the 
factory doors youth came flocking. 
At one time there were 700 appli- 
cants. With a rapid turnover, 
about 50 leaving each month to 
take jobs in private industry or 
for other reasons, they were all 
taken in. 


a tee & 

HERE are 365 in the shops 
T now, working in three shifts to 

meet the national defense needs 
that are now receiving first atten- 
tion, and the honor roll of those 
who have gone into private indus- 
try is constantly growing. 

There is plenty of work for the 
“boys to do. The orders come roll- 
ing in and most of them are the 
rush kind, like the 40 desks for 
Fort Leonard Wood they have 
been turning out, and the 1000 
benches and 500 tables for Farm 
Security Administration homes 
that are being furnished in vari- 
ous home groupings in Southeast 
Missouri. 4 

The girls, too, are kept busy on 
big orders. They recently finished 
2000 mattresses for group labor 
homes and immediately started on 
4000 quilts for the same purpose. 

In many instances, the mat- 
tresses that go with the furnishing 
of the farm labor homes are the 
first that the share-cropper fami- 
lies have ever slept on. Of all the 
furnishings that they get in their 
new home they value the mattresses 
most. Private firms engaged in 
the manufacture of mattresses 
were at first disposed to complain 
about the NYA competition, but 
they don’t any more, because they 
have found that wherever the NYA 
mattresses have gone there has 
been a marked’ increase in the de- 
mand for mattresses on the part of 
the neighbors of the Farm Secur- 
ity Administration clients, who 
have suddenly become mattress- 
minded. 

In the basement of the furniture

factory there is a metal-working 
department, in which metal display 
cabinets for the State Conservation 
Commission and wrought iron rail- 
ings for the NYA resident project 
at Fulton are being turned out. 

The workers in the mattress fac- 
tory have the benefit of super- 
vision and instruction by employes 
of the Rice-Stix shirt factory, who 
are loaned to the NYA for the pur- 
pose. The factory also supplies 
remanants for practice work of 
the girls in making collars, cuffs 
and pockets. In _ related class 
studies girls are taught the theory 
of sewing by the Rice-Stix super- 
visors and school teachers. The 
co-operation of the shirt factory 
facilitates the employment of the 
girls in the factory after they have 
finished their NYA course of 
training. Already, 14 have gradu- 
ated from the NYA factory to the 
private industry. 

Workers in the NYA factory are 
mostly from Bonne Terre, Flat 
River and Farmington, but some 
come from more distant places. 
Nearly all of them bring their 
lunches and eat at the factory.

Doubles in 
Bridge Hurt

N. ICIOUS, or premature, 
] > ty doubles are more costly 

than any other type of bad bid. 
The percentage of contracts made 
solely through the ‘information 
conveyed by these doubles is amaz- 
ing. When one considers that the 
reverse of the picture is not much 
better, that is, that countless con- 
tracts go down from three to five 
tricks without being doubled, the 
conclusion is inevitable that a 
great deal of education is needed 
in this department of the game. 

Today’s hand illustrates the all- 
revealing type of double.

The bidding: 
South West North 
1 spade 3clubs 3 hearts Double 
Redouble 4clubs 4no trump —*

I am not overlooking the fact 
that West’s fantastic three club 
bid, vulnerable, was highly am- 
biguous to East, who not unnatu- 
rally, took it to mean that West 
had some honor strength. To over- 
call with a hand like West’s, for 
all’the eight card suit, is really 
to invite trouble, but there still 
was no excuse for East’s double 
of three hearts. East should have 
realized that North’s jump bid 
guaranteed further bidding by 
North had a “fit” with his part- 
ner’s opening spade bid; otherwise, 
with a heart suit lacking the king 
and queen, he could hardly have 
jumped. Thus, there did not ap- 
pear much chance that the final 
contract would be in hearts, and 
this made it all the more foolish 
for East to disclose the heart situ- 
ation by his double. If, by a 
miracle, the opponents were to land 
in a heart contract, East would 
be delighted; if they didn’t, East 
had merely put up a warning sign 
for the exclusive use of the op- 
ponents. 

Without East’s double of three 
hearts, South’s subsequent play 
would have been sheer “double- 
dummy.” West opened the club 
jack. Declarer won and found it 
necessary to draw three rounds of 
spades. Since this left only one 
trump in dummy, there was no 
way of “stripping the hand”  be- 
fore attacking the heart suit. . It 
would take dummy’s last trump to 
ruff South’s low diamond. But, 
warned by East’s double of hearts 
that a very bad heart lay existed, 
declarer determined to effect a 
strip even at- considerable risk, 
rightly feeling that it was better 
to try this than to lose two heart 
tricks without a struggle. 

A low diamond was led to the 
ace and a diamond returned and 
finessed! The jack holding, the 
king was cashed, followed by the 
club king. Now, with diamonds 
and clubs eliminated from both 
hands, declarer let the heart ten 
ride, and East was helpless. <A 
heart return would be into dum- 
my’s tenace, and a diamond re- 
turn would permit a ruff and a 
discard.

So here’s my decision—No, 
darling, while it’s still not quite 
too late; and here are my plans— 
I'm leaving London immediately,
